“Lute Song’ Opens 
Thursday, Mar. 17 


The College-Community Players 
will present “Lute Song” on March 
17 to 19, in the Little Theater, ac- 
cording to Mr. Hal Ulrici, drama 
instructor of Hartnell College. Ad- 
mission. will be one dollar for 
adults and fifty cents for student 
body card holders. 

“Lute Song” (Pi-Pa-Ki) is a clas- 
sic on the Chinese stage. Acted 
for more. than 500. years by stroll- 
ing players and showboat troupes, 
“Lute Song” has perhaps had the 
longest continuous run of any play 
in stage history. It was written by 
Kao-Tong-Kia_ in ancient China 
and an adaptation of it was made 
by Mao-Taou for presentation at 
the Imperial Court of Peking in 
the year 1404. 

“Lute Song” tells of Tsai-Yong 
(Ken Daugherty), a provincial 
young student who leaves his wife 
(Jean Robertson) and parents to 
make his mark in the world. He 
becomes a famous magistrate, is 
forced to marry an_ autocratic 
prince’s daughter, and is forbid-

way. The “dummy” book is pre- 
pared page by page, and a work- 
ing model is set up. From this 
dummy, the various pictures are 
scheduled. The book, containing 
112 pages, is broken up into sig- 
natures, each containing 16 pages. 
The material for the book as as- 
sembled and sent to the printers 
16 pages at a time, and when the 
printer has set the copy and re- 
duced the pictures and printed the 
material, a “brownline’’ copy is 
sent back to the journalism depart- 
ment for final proofreading. When 
the “brownline” has been proof- 
read, it is sent back to the print- 
ers, and the books are put into 
production. After the entire book 
is printed, the sheets of the book 
are sent to the binders to be bound 
in the chosen cover. The editor of 
the book chooses the cover some- 
time in the fall. 

After the book is sent to the 
bindery, there is time to set up 
the selling campaign and a plan 
for distribution. Members of the 
staff of La Reata and the mem- 
bers of the journalism departinent 
help in getting the book out to 
you.

Reata will go on sale shortly.
